ters were sent to the Taylors and the 
landlord's father-in-law. Asmelly 
substance was thrown into the Tay- 
lor home,-and their garage was set

Hispanics Developing 
Their Own Businesses

Despite the efforts of SBA and 
other agencies of government, 
national and local, black businesses 
“ fave had great difficulty in getting 
“established in their own neighbor- 
hoods. ’ 
~ Blacks could very well learn a les- 
son from the Hispanics. According 
.to a recent government study, His- 
panics are making great strides in 
~ operating their own business. 

Persons of Hispanic origin, says 

‘this government report, owned 

‘nearly 220,000 of the nation's busi- 
ness and manufacturing firms in 
1977, according to data scheduled 
for release soon.by the U.S. 
Department of Commerce's Census 
Bureau. 

This was an increase of 53 percent 
in the number of Hispanic-owned 
firms since 1972. Receipts for those 
firms were $10.4 billion, a75 percent 

ncrease over the five-year period. 


i 
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firms -- like the majority of all firms 
--were concentrated in the service 
industries and retail trade. The retail 
and service industries combined 
accounted for 66 percent of all 
Hispanic-owned firms and 61 per- 
cent of gross receipts. 

The targest increase in the: 
number of firms was in the service 


area, with an 85 percent increase 
between 1972 and 1977. By 1977, 
there were 87,079 Hispanic-owned 
firms. Hispanic retait-tirms-totaled 
57,832, a. 31 percent increase over 
1972. i 


Among Hispanic retail firms, 
automotive dealer and automotive 
stores had the highest 1977 sales -- 
$590 million from 3,400 firms. High- 


est receipts in the service area were 


in the group providing health servi- 
ces -- 4,252 firms in 1977 with gross 
receipts amounting to $245 million.

Moving around the country as 
election day 1980 nears, it some- 
times seems that somebody has 
heen passing out upside-down pills. 
All of the wrong people seem to have 
found the-best reasons for register- 
ing and voting.

.Camyou,even now, make differ- 
ence in those November elections? 
You certainly can. Despite all the 
early talk of a shoo-in for one candi- 
date or another, most experts are 
now expecting much closer races 
for the presidency, for several. key 
congressional races, and for the 
too-often-ignored local and State 
elections. 

Itis precisely this kind of situation 
that can add extra weight to minority 
vote.

solutions for these problems is Black 
Apathy on election day. There are entirely 
too many of our people who are saying 
they have nothing to vote for, or, that their 
vote doesn't matter. 


This is just the kind of attitude the racist 
elements are counting on. Sure, get 
Negroes disinterested in voting. Get the 
political organizations to limit their cam- 
paign efforts in the Black wards and dis- 
tricts. The Democrats figure that Negroes 
are going to vote selidly and blindly 
Democratic so why bother about them. 
The fewer promises made the less obliga- 


tions you have when patronage is passed 


out. 


The Republicans feel that, no matter: 


what they do, the Black vote is going 
against. them anyway, so why wage a 
futile campaign. 

All of this adds up to more trouble for 
black people. “Heading them off at the 
ballot box” has always been the tactics of 
the racist and the Klan. Unfortunately, 
Black ignorance of history, keeps the cur- 
tain of truth drawn and the facts 
obscured: ~~ : 

The truth is Black people. enjoy now 
only those civil rights that they have won 


' How Not To Woo Black Votes 


If that black Washington attorney really 
meant to drum up black votes for the Reagan- 
Bush Republican presidentiai ticket when he 
visited Ohio a couple of weeks ago, the cer- 
tainly went about his mission in a non- 
traditional way: ; 

George Haley, brother of Alex Haley, the 
noted author of the best selling novel Roots, is 
a reputed member of the Republican policy 
committee whose purpose is to encourage 
blacks to vote the Reagan-Bush ticket.

Although we enjoy some 
civil rights now, these rights can only be 
protected just so long as we vote. If we 
doubt this, just read the history of the 
Reconstruction era. Negroes just can't 
_ afford another debacle of this kind again. 

As | have said in this column many 
times before, Negroes are hurt enough to 
cry, but not mad enough to fight. 

We take insults that no other racial 
group would accept without a fight. We 
permit white candidates to come into our 
churches, homes and neighborhood to 
seek our votes, but they do nothing to 
open up white areas to black candidates 
on a reciprocal basis. We vote for candi- 
dates and parties who completely 
ignore us when they get elected.

Restructuréd federal minority business 
programs may be more effective than in the 
past, but no one knows if they can supply the 
safety net that keeps those businesses alivein 
a deep recession.

Tom Fullove, in his own 
assessment of his stint as 
president of the Columbus

“Ninety-nine percent of 
the cases or the things that 
we spoke to, when people 
étarted to think about them, 
were really right.”

When Grambling plays 
Mississippi Valley this Sat- 
urday night, the Tigers will 
line up in basically the 
sams offense and defense 
they've Used for more than 
20 years. ; 
While other teams have 

modernized their forma- 
tions with the veer, wish- 
bone, 50-defense and other 
systems, Grambling has 
stuck to basics. That's the 
way the Tigers’ coach 
wants it. 

“The name of football is 
blocking and tackling,” 
says Eddie Robinson, 
-Grambling's coach and 
perhaps the most well- 
known figure in black col- 
lege football. “You check 
the winning percentage of 
teams in the last decade-- 
we're No. 1, 

“I've been married to the 
same woman since 1941, 
and. it has worked out fine. 
“Why shouldn't | use the 
same (footbail) forma- 
tions?” 

After the first two weeks 
of the season, Grambling 
had used the outdated 
wing-T offense (with an 
occasional pro sét) and 4-3 
defense to post a 1-1 
record. on 

The win (34-13) came at 
the expense of Morgan 
State, while the loss (29-27) 
was administered by a 
fired-up Alcorn squad. 

For years, Robinson and 
Grambling have ruled 
black ¢éollege football, but 
some younger coaches are 
starting to butt in. Smart 
young coaches like-South- 
ern’s Cass Jackson and 
Florida A&M's Rudy Hub- 
bards are starting to give 
Robinson more grey hairs 
than he wants. 

“These are the people 
who whip us, the young 
! guys,” Robinson was say- 

ing from Grambling; La. -"I 
lost to Cass Jackson last 
year. | don't know why | 
have more trouble with the 
young people than some of 
the older coaches. 

“Rudy (Hubbard) is an 
outstanding coach with a

Tampa Bay quarterback 
Doug Williams and Minne- 
sota Vikings wide receiver 
Sammy White. 

Lately, FAMU's Hubbard 
has been the only coach to 
effectively match wits with 
Robinsan. In the seven 
years that Hubbard has 
been FAMU's coach, he 
has faced Robinson twice 
‘and won each time. Some 
say Hubbard has figured 
out Grambling’s system. 

Robinson shrugs off that 
talk, 

“Rudy has some good 
teams,” he said. “He has an 
intelligent staff and he 
seems to aim his strengths 
at our weaknesses. 

“It doesn't. matter what. 
formation you use. Doug 
Williams used our offense 
and threw more touch- 
down passes (93) in four 
years than anybody in 
(NCAA) history.” 

Williams, of course, is 
throwing his touchdown 
passes now for Tampa 
Bay's John McKay, but the 
Williams tradition con- 


‘tinues at Grambling. 


Brother Mike now operates 
at quarterback for the Tig- 
ers. After Grambling’s first 
two games, Mikes’ statis- 
tics showed eight touch- 
down passes. He had com- 
pleted 31 of 58 passes for 
497 yards. 

“| don't speak of compar- 
isons between Mike and 
Doug,” said Robinson, 
evading that obvious ques- 
tion. “All the Williams kids 
had good arms. The thing 
about Mike is that he ranks 
on the honor roll in the 
classroom.
